The doctor is

Y., and J. R. Evans of New York. 
The French emperor, Napoleon III, 
was oue of Dr. Evans’ b est friends as 
well as b est patients, and the American 
dentist in consequence was in favor at 
court. 
Mauv of the improvements 
undertaken b y Baron Haussman, which 
made Paris the pleasure capital of the 
world, are said to have b een under­ 
taken on the advice of Dr. Evans. 
Dr. Evans remained the friend of 
the United States during the Civil 
War, b uying American securities when 
they dropped to very low points, thus 
b acking up his statements that the Con­ 
federacy could not win.

In 18H1I he was given the professor­ 
ship of law at Howard university, re­ 
maining with that institution for seven 
▼ears. 
From 1877 to 1885 he was 
United States m inister and consul gen­ 
eral at Hayti. 
Upon his return to this 
country he b ecame president of the 
Virginia Normal and Collegiate insti­ 
tute at Petersb urg, Va., where he re­ 
mained for three years, when he was 
elected to the Fifty-first congress and 
was given his seat on a contest.

of the hill men. 
Dargai ridge, from the direction of 
the assault, presents a frontage of 
alKiut a mile, the left end of which is 
sheer rock for 2(Hi yards.

He 
at tended the Empress Eugenia aud as­ 
sisted the latter to escape from Paris in 
his carriage after the battle of Sedan. 
Dr. Evans was a very wealthy man, his 
fortune being estimated at from $25, - 1 
ooo.ood to $85,000,000, much made in 
speculation. 
He visited the United 
.States iii August last, bringing with 
hun for interment at Philadelphia the 
bodv of his wife. 
They had no chil­ 
dren. 
While here Dr. Evans is said to 
have 
made arrangements to endow 
schools of dentistry in several of the 
Americon universities. 
The doctor is 
said to have left large sums of money 
to charity. 
He received innumerable 
orders and other decorations from for­ 
eign potentates. 
He has two nephews, 
Colonel Char.es F. Muller of Utica, N. 
Y., and J. R. Evans of New’ York. 
The French emperor. Napoleon III, 
was one of Dr. Evans’ best friends as 
well as best patients, and the American 
dentist in consequence was in favor at 
court. 
Many of the improvements 
undertaken by Baron Haussman, which 
made Paris the pleasure capital of the 
world, are said to have been under­ 
taken on the advice of Dr. Evans. 
Dr. Evans remained the friend of 
the United States during the Civil 
War, buying American securities when 
they dropped to very low points, thus 
backing up his statements that the Con­ 
federacy could not win. 
I he patriot­ 
ism had its reward, for the securities 
eventually made up a large part of hi* 
fortune.

tails bv mail of the recapture of Dargai 
ridge by the Gordon Highlanders on 
Oct. 20, a brief ac cunt of which wits 
given in these dispatches, during which 
that regiment exhibited 
remarkable 
dash and courage. 
On Wednesday, 
Oct. 20, General 
Biggs sent the Second division to dis­ 
lodge the tribesmen from the Dargai 
ridge. 
The position was a very strong 
one, the enemy occupying the summit 
of a precipitous hill. 
The top of this 
hill could be reached only by a single 
path, along which the attacking force, 
at first consisting of a G burka regi­ 
ment, the Derbyshire regim ent and the 
Dorsetshire regiment, was obliged to 
climb in Indian file, while three batter­ 
ies of artillery shelled the breastworks 
of the hill men. 
Dargai ridge, from the direction of 
the assault, presents a frontage of 
about a mile, the left end of which is 
sheer rock for 200 yards. 
In spite of 
the diflinlty of the ascent, the m ove 
melds of the British troops were fairly 
well covered, except in the case of the 
i>w dip. or small valley, from IOO to 
150 yards wide, about half way up the 
ridge. 
This dip was exposed to direct 
tire from the summit of the cliff's. 
As 
the Ghurkas, supported by the Derby* 
shires and Dorsetshire# reached this tire 
zone the top of the cliff’s burst out into 
Hume, for 1,000 tribesmen bad reserved 
their tire until that moment. 
Time 
and again they tried it. but failed. 
Then reluctantly the senior officer 
heliograph od (.own to the main body 
of the British troops that the passage 
could not be made. 
At this juncture General K em pner 
ordered the Gordon Highlanders to tho 
front. 
The time had arrived for desperate 
action, for it was then I o’clock in the 
afternoon and the dead and wounded 
were lying thick on every side. 
Over 
160 men bud air* ady fallen, and the 
enemy were shouting their defiance and 
waving their batt lutings and beating 
their drums confident of the impregna­ 
bility of their position and certain of 
their success. 
But the Gordon Highlanders had to 
be reckoned with. 
Rapidly forming J 
his men. and after his now historio 1 
speech, “ Men of tho Gordon High- 
landers: Our general says that posi­ 
tion must be taken at all cost.

Gordon 
Highlanders will take it.” 
Colonel Mathias, the commander of 
the Highlanders, dashed out at the 
head of his gallant regiment y id in a 
moment they were across, carrying 
every one with them in their onrush, 
storming the ridge with a resolution 
that was resistless sud beating down 
all opposition. 
When Colonel Mathias gave the order 
to advance he and his officers leaped 
into the open and the pipers of the 
Highlanders 
followed, 
striking 
up 
••(Took of the N orth,” and with a shout 
the leading company of kilted men 
was i n t o the fire zone. 
A stream of 
lead swept over, through and past 
them, bullets churning up the dust 
which half hid the rushing tidies. 
Piper Fiudlater, blowing his loudest 
and best, was among the first to show 
tho way across that deadly strip of 
groun I, and when, after traversing but 
a few yards, he was laid low by a shot 
through both legs, he managed to prop 
himself up against a bowlder and con­

Dr. W. K. Van Reypeii, the head of 
the naval medical corps, has devised a 
plan for an ainlinlauco ship, tho pur- 
pos«‘ of which is to extend to the vic­ 
tims of war on the seas the aid which 
is possible through the medical corps 
in the land forces. 
In Dr. Van Reypen’s proposition he 
says: 
” 1 submit plans of an ambulance 
ship which has been arranged toiuclnde 
as many conveniences as are practic.ablB 
in such a vessel. It is primarily intend­ 
ed as a vessel for the care of sick aud 
wounded men, and all other considera­ 
tions are made subservient to this end. 
“ The vessel as designed will be of 
8,600 tons displacement, 275 feet on 
the load line and 800 feet over all, with 
tw in screws and a speed of 14 knots, 60 
foot beam and drawing 18 feet, and a 
coal capacity of 460 tons, giving 18 days’ 
steaming at 10 knota 
“ The w'uter tanks will hold 9,000 
gallons, and the ship will carry four 
steam launches aud four barges, each 
barge arranged with a flying floor be­ 
tween the thwarts, my as to cxmvenient- 
iy curry 12 cots on the floor. There will 
be beds for 274 men and hammock space 
for 86, staterooms for 8 disabled officers, 
and cot sj aee for 12. 
The beds for the 
men are hair mattressod on woven wire 
springs, sin)ported by plain iron frame­ 
work with corner stanchioiia 
“ Tbti Im ght of the deck beams, being 
8 feet, allows two tiers of bertha 
Tho

Ll Dr. Van Rey pen’s proposition he 
says: 
“ I subm it plans of an ambulance 
ship w’hich has been arranged to include 
as m any conveniences as are practicable 
in such a vessel. It is prim arily intend­ 
ed as a vessel for the care of sick and 
wounded men, and all other considera­ 
tions are made subservient to this end. 
“ The vessel as designed w ill be of 
8,500 tons displacement, 275 feet on 
Ihe load line and 800 feet over all, w ith 
twrin screw’s and a speed of 14 knots, 50 
foot beam and drawing 18 feet, and a 
coal capacity of 460 tons, giving 18 days’ 
steaming at IO knots. 


aperu ting room is also inclosed on tins 
deck.

Charles II. Shinn of th® agricultural 
department of tho California state u n i­ 
versity returned recently from the agri 
cultural experim ent station at T ulare 
w ith enthusiastic reports of the success t 
of the experiments which have been 
made then* recently in the reclam ation 
of alkali hinds. 
Tile land, some ut w hich is tho worst 
alkali laud in tho stat**, has been tre a t­ 
ed With gypsum, and during tho season 
over .JOH kinds of seeds will Im planted 
in tho ground. 
A crop of wheat is ex- 
peeled where before th** reclam ation of 
the land barley grew only ail inch high 
“ We are showing the people, “ said 
Mr Shinn, “ that even on a small acale 
the laud eau h** profitably reclaimed in 
this manic r 
(if course lf all tho farm ­ 
ers would adopt the method the recla­ 
m ation of the alkali lauds wouId be 
m uch easier and cheaper. 
“ We have discovered that much eau 
be dona to neutralize the effect of the 
alkali by mechanical treatm ent of the 
soil 
By using straw — not manure, for 
m anure makes alkali soil even wore**— 
the ground is kept warm and the cold 
alkali is kept from rotting the s***d. 
“ O ur experim ents w ith the A m p l e x 
sen ii bacca I u m, or salt hush, have a lso 
proved that even w ithout reclamation 
alkali lands ran be made valuable for 
pasture. 
W ithin the last three or four 
years we have distributed at least I,oho 
pounds of the seed all over the state.
